claim amendment for the Examiner's consideration. 
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Proposed Amendments to the Claims 

21 . (currently amended) The method according to claim 20 wherein the at least one transaction 
function device is operative to dispense cash, wherein in step (e) the at least one tactile input 
device includes a keypad, wherein inputs to the keypad are operative to control at least one 
transaction function device in operative connection with the at least one computer. 

38. (currently amended) An automated financial transaction apparatus comprising: 

a data receiving device operative to receive data indicative of at least one characteristic 
feature corresponding to a user; 

a display screen device ; 

at least one actuator selectively operable to physically move the display screen device; 

at least one computer in operative connection with the at least one actuator and at least 
one data store, wherein the data store includes data representative of a plurality of 
characteristic features, and for each characteristic feature, a corresponding user and at 
least one interface parameter, and 
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wherein the at least one computer is operative responsive to the data receiving 
device receiving data indicative of at least one first user characteristic feature, to 

determine first user data corresponding to a first user 4 and 

determine at least one first user interface parameter corresponding to the 
first user data , and to 

cause the display scr ee n at least one actuator to selectively either operate 
or not operate to physically move the display screen device responsive tu 
based on the at least one first user interface parameter. 



39. (currently amended) The apparatus according to claim 44 [[38]] and further comprising at 
least one actuator operable to physically move the display screen device, and wherein the at least 
one computer is operative to cause the at least one actuator to physically move the display screen 
device a movement mechanism, and wherein the computer is operative when th e display screen 
is to be op erated, to cause the movement mechanism to move the display screen responsiv e to th e 
d e t e rmined at least one first user interface param e t e r . 

40. (currently amended) The apparatus according to claim 38 [[39]] wherein the at least one 
actuator is operative to change mov e m e nt mechanism changes an angle of view of the display 
screen device . 
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43. (currently amended) The apparatus according to claim 38 [[39]] wherein the at least one 
actuator is operative to change movement mechanism changes vertical height of the display 



44. (currently amended) An automated financial transaction apparatus comprising: 



a display screen device . 



at least one computer, 



wherein the at least one computer is operative to permit an authorized user to 
carry out a transaction, 

wherein the at least one computer is operative to cause to be determined for each 
respective one of a plurality of authorized users, [[a]] at least one respective 
interface parameter display scre e n p o sition correlated in at least one data store 
with the respective authorized user, 

wherein for each respective authorized user, the correlated at least one 
respective interface parameter includes a respective display screen device 
position, and

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wherein for each respective auth orized user the at least one computer is operative 
to cause the display screen device to be physically moved to a determined the 
respective display screen device position correlated with that respective 
authorized user in the at least one data store .
